Considering 'he friphteuing and pathetic situation of 
the occupants of the building, he immediately planned his 
tiro fighting tesene opemtion mid executed them with the 
able uf.sistance of his- officers and men. Under his order 
the tunitablo ladder was extended to its full height inspite 
of waining s'p.n'il fjoin i!ie ladder, through curling and 
leaping llainos from viindows. Unstable and swinging turn¬ 
table bidder would Jiai'e got toppled down Shri Kulkarni 
eny tnnnieui lloar‘'e'', the .swing of the ladder wa» 
controlled by Shri Kulk’cni by improvi.scd method for the 
first thne. Iiispiie of heavy oddas. Shri Kulkarni enter¬ 
ed the lOtb floor thiough the ivuidow of the 10th floor 
along with another officer and brought down the occupants 
to the place of safe'y from that great height of the lOlh 
floor. The trapped persons were rescued alive at the 
great risk of life or wShri Kulkarni and his officers and 
men again,st heavy odds. Diirina the course of 34 hours 
operation vviien water jet were not effectively advanced 
on tccbnic.al .gii’ancl Shri Knlkai'ni donning breathing 
apparatus and p.’-olccTive clo’hing entered the fire affected 
floor along witli lri.s officers and men and the fire was 
successfully foirglit and thereby it reduced the los.s to pro¬ 
perty. This actiicvcriicnt of delicate rescue .and fire fight¬ 
ing With de.'otion, dedic-'Tion and exemplary courage 
earned appreciation from the public and the Govt,

On the 24tb July, 1989, a major fire occurred in Dalamal 
House, a multi-sioi eyed commercial building at Nariman 
Point, Bombay at 2304 fioiiis. The fire triggered off from 
the 5th floor of the building engulfing the entire floor 
due to cyclonic weather at 70 K.M.H. at that time. 
Flames .shoot out of the 5th floor leaping upward and 
the occupants weie caught unnwaro and were entraped in 
dense smoke and intense heat filling up the stair case, 
the only means of e.scape. As the fire began to spread 
on upper floors .silu.nlion .as.sumed dangerous proportion. 
There was impending danger of scries of explosions on the 
upper floors on account of explosive mixture being formed 
due to release of flamablc gases arising out of the burning 
of carboneccs, PVC maleritJs etc, Theie was a great 
commotion among the ocenpants above the fifth floor, 
screaming and crying for help. Most of the trapped 
persons vicrc virtually struggling for brealhing on account 
of thick .smoke. 

Under the leadership. Command and able guidance of 
Shri D. J, Kulkaini, Chief Fire Officer, Bombay Fire 
Brigade, all the above mentioned officers exhibited exem¬ 
plary courage in successfully lighting the fire and in rescuing 
the trapped persons. 

When the fire bad begun to spread on upper floors from 
the 5lh floor through the vertical .shaft, attacking seat 
of the fire with water jets, was one of the fiist important 
actions to be initiated. Shri Ihandwal, Divisional Fire 
Officer, knowing the fire fighting capabilities of 
Shri Vidhyadhar Manohar Manjrekar, l-'ircman, took along 
with him and donned in piotociive clothing and breathing 
apparatus, daringly entered the 5th floor through stair case 
against intense heat, leaping flames and dense smoke. Shri 
Ihandwal with the assistance, Shri Manjrekar directed water 
jets on the burning flames of rtio 5th Floor and the burning 
interned was successfully cooled down after 33 hours of 
grueling attack with walcr jets by Shri Ihandwal and Shri 
Manjrcfcai' and as a result firo could not spread to other 
floors and thereby it reduced the loss of property. In the 
proces.s of fire fighting both Shri Ihandwal and Shri 
Manjrekar demonstrated rare grit and dctormin.alion. 

Shri Shaiad Bandurang Dalvi, Assistant Divisional Offi¬ 
cer, who arrived on turn table ladder (D.L. 50) with his 
crew at the .scene oC incident, noticed the pathetic situation 
of the occupants of the 10th floor, who were desparately 
waving and .screaming for help. On receiving orders from 
the Chief Fire Officer, for carrying out rescue operations 
of trapped persons, Stni Dalvi positioned the turn table 
ladder on an uneven ground .surface, went on the 10th 
floor along with the Chief Firo Oflicer, and carried out 
the rescue operation which was very delicate and had to 
be carried out with utmost caie as slight unstable move¬ 
ment would have ended his life. In this operation Shri 
Ramchandra Dagdu Bhoslo. Driver Opcraloi of the turn 
table ladder carried out c.xcelicnt work in accurately setting 
up .and training the ladder in narrow space and In taking 
prompt decision to operate the cage manually when fi 
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had stuck on 9th floor and this resulted in saving not 
only the lives of the trapped persons hut also in helping 
and assisting the Chief Fire Officer and the Assistant 
Divisional OfTiccr to come out of Ihc grave situation. 

In this incident, Shri K. D. Jhandwul, Shii Shared 
Pandniang Dalvi, Shri Ramchandia Dagdii Bhosle and Shri 
Vidhyadhar Manoliar Manjrekar established exemplary 
quality and displayed gallantry, courage and devotion to 
duty.
